Pei within the Quarters of our Army unqueſtioned , as il no Rebellion were, who thereby take opportunity, not onely 
to get Intelligence, but alſo to entice many looſe perſons to joyn with them in Rebellion, and commit frequent Robberies and barbarous 
| Murders, and other Out · rages upon the Perſons, Goods and Geer, aſwell of Scots as Ew-liſh, Thele are therefore ſtrictly to charge 
und command, Ihat no perſon or perſons , of wha: degree orqualityſoever (not being a Member of the Engliſh Army ) do preſume atter 
ten dayes next after Publication hereof, to paſſe above five miles from his nd their reſpective aboads or habita ions, unleſſe he or they have 
-firſt obtained a Paſſe from my Self,or the Commander in Chiet of the Forxes in Scotland for the time being, or from the next Chief Ot- 
ficer of the Engliſh Army, or the Fudge- Advocate of the Army; (ot whoſe circumſipection and care in parting with the ſaid Paſſes to perſons 
... well- affected, or upon good caution, I nothing doubt) waith ſaid Paſly to be ſigned and ſealed with my Hand and Seal, conform to 
the Hand and Seal hereunto ſubſcribed and affixed,or the Hand and Seal ofthe.Commander in Chief for the time being, and ſubſcribed by 
the ſaid Officer from whom it ſhal bz obtained, with his na ne, together with the time and place of his ſubſcriprion,(except he or they make 
it appear, he or they are upon their ready way to the next Chie Officer for obt ſini ng the ſaid Paſſe)under the pain of being ad judged, deemed 
and taken as Enemiꝭs in Rebellion. againſt the Peace of the Commonwealth, and dealt withal accordingly. And all Magiſtrats and Officers, 
and all other perſons whatloe ver within Burghs or Pariſhes,are hereby ſtrictly required, that if any perſon or perſons ( except as before is ex. 
cepted) and not being Members of the Engliſh Army ſhall contrary hereunto,preſume to march, travell, paſſe through, or abide in any Burgh 
or Pariſn, without a Paſſe as aforeſ : id, the {aid Magiſtrates, Officers and Pariſhioners ofſuch Burgh and Pariſn, are hereby required to lecure 
the m, if they ſhal be of ſtrength ſufficient, and them ſafely keep, untill notice be given to my Selt, the Commander in Chief for the ti ne be- 
ing, or the next adjacent Officer in Chief of the Engliſh Forces (any of whoſe Orders thereanent is duely to be obſerved) under the penalty of 
twenty pounds ſterling, and ſuch further puniſiment, according to the quality of che Offence, as to a Court Marti Il to be held for the Head 
Quar ers, or any o:hec lnteticur Court Martiall, before whom the matter ſhall be tryed, ſhall be thought juſt; And whenſoever any Parcy 
ofthe Rebells, which now are, or hereafter ſhall break forch into Rebellion, or any other perſon, not having a Paſſe, as aforeſaid , ſhall 
march or travell, into or through any Burgh or Pariſh, and iche Burgh, Pariſh and Inhabitants ſhall not be of ſtrength ſufficient to ſecure +. 
them, That in ſuch caſe the Magiſtrates, Officers, and Inhabitants of the ſaid Burgh, and Pariſhioners of the ſaid Pariſh, and every indivi- 
duall perſon thereof, are hereby ſtrictly charged and required, to take care that ſuch expedient be found out amongſt themſelves, that up- 
on the firſt entrance of ſuch Rebells, or perſons not having a Paſle , as aforeſaid , whether they make ſtay or not, immediatly to take care 
that with all poſſible ſpeed, one or more perſons, mounted on as good u Horſe as at preſent may be had, or otherwiſe a nimble Foot · man, 
to poſt away with all poſſible ſpeed tothe next and neareſt Forces of che Engliſh Army,whereſoever they ſhall happen ro be, and give true In- 
telligence to the Officer or Officers thereof, of their number, and who commands them, ſo near as may be, under the like peraley oftwen- 
ty pounds ſterling , and ſuch fart her puniſhmenr, according tothe quality of the Offence , as to a Court Martiall,to be held forthe Head- 
Quarters, or any other Inferiour Court Martiall of the 4rmy,before whom the matter ſhall be tryed, ſhall be in like manner thought juſt.
